It is mighty nice of you to consider me as a possible outlet for the collection you 
described in your telephone call today. In my library I have your "1804 Dollar 
Dollar" book and "Early Paper Money of America". Had to give up coins and 
lost the little knowledge I had of our early paper money, when I seriously became 
interested in issues 1861 to date. 

I find that two Sale catalogs were sent to you complimentary, one on March 25, and 
the second on April 14. I am pleased to send another with Prices Realized. It has 
already been mailed. I believe in advertising and the many weeks of advance pub- 
licity surely accounted for the many bids received on the May 22 sale. 

Names of actual bidders, I believe are worth ten to one of curiousity seekers. As 
stated many, many letters of praise and expressed satisfaction are on file. 

The May 22 Sale comprised my own collection only, excepting 3 or 4 uncut sheets, 
received on consignment, and sold on a commission basis. Cost of catalog was 
rather high, and I hope you agree that it was a nice job. I spared no white space 
and used rather lenghty descriptions. I believe that paper money prospects atre older 
men who have trouble ready 6 point descriptions. 

Three methods of disposal are available to your friends. First outright purchase. This 
plan would net less but is an advantage if they wanted the deal closed quickly. Two 
plans of consignment are available :auction or disposal thru regular channels of lists 
sent out by direct mail, advertising in various trade papers, and bourse sales. 

The latter plan would require much more time of course but selling price could be 
agreeed upon. Auction sale would require about six months, including issuance of 
catalogs, invoicing and collection of amounts due. If sold thru usual channels as 
mentioned above, remittance would be made every two weeks for sales made. 

Under either plan a 20% commision would be charged, on selling price of the notes. 

This commission would not be charged on face value of notes of $50.00 denomination 
and over. You can readily see that deducting $20.00 on a $100.00 note that sold for 
$125.00 or $150.00 would be costly to the owner. Mr. Grinnell explained this to me 
after his first sale by Max Mehl. In those days the $100.00 note might only bring $110.00 !

All material consigned is covered by Floater Form of insurance. A. D. T. alarm 
system is used in our offices which are located in the Hotel Utica. We have no shop 
and very few clients who "drop in". For security and other reasons, I prefer to 
deal by mail only. 

I am sure any additional terms or suggestions could be worked out to you satis- 
faction. At this time I have two consignments for auction with which I had planned 
to include some of my own stock and several items overlooked in my personal col- 
lection sale. 

Thank you Mr. Newman for contacting me. I hope a satisfactory arrangement under 
one of the plans can be worked out. I assure you that all dealings will be handled in a 
strictly ethical. At this age I cannot risk spoiling the rather enviable reputation I 
have built up for square dealing. 

I await further word from you and if you come to A. N. A. in Washington next month, 
be sure to visit our bourse .

It appears that Mr. Harry W. Bass, Jr., 
who is a substantial oil investor in Dallas, has an 
interest in the collection. We understand Mr. Bass 
has previously been interested in coins, but he now 
would like to consider expanding his collection to 
currency. Mr. Bass wanted to inspect the collection 
on his return from Europe in three or four weeks.

I enclose herewith a photocopy of the letter received from 
Abner Kreisberg Corporation dated May 1, 1972. and a photocopy of 
nr/ letter to then dated April 3, 1972. This has the effect of giving 
you 907. of the value of the paper money. for sure, and an opportunity 
to participate in two -thirds of the excess over 100%. There would 
be a problem about averaging, as some pieces might bring core and some 
pieces night bring less and I want you to give that consideration. 

For example, if two piecee worth $1,000 each were sold respectively 
for $700 end $1300, we would receive on the average valuation basis 
only $1800 but on the individual item basic $900 on the one and $1100 
on the other. If some pieces are not bid for, then the auctioneer 
will bid thorn in at a very minimal amount. 

You will also have to consider what kind of security should 
be required of this firm as it is a corporation. Abner Kreisberg is 
personally very well fixed so security is part of the requirement. 

I will have to adjust, to somec extent the appraisals which 
Kreisberg made as some items were omitted, some are a little out of 
line, and others he appraised have long since been sold. 

At least this will stiffen your hand in other negotiations.
